The application has been amended as follows: 

• Renumbered claim 15 (original claim 27), line 8, should read "at least one 
lock, the at least one lock..." instead of "a lock, each lock..." 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is believed that 
the closest prior art to the instant application is Nicholls (US 5364076) and Cacicedo 
(US 5372354). In regards to the amended claim 13 (renumbered as claim 1) and new 
independent claims 27 and 28) re-numbered as claims 15 and 16), the prior art does not 
disclose, nor suggest a modification in the realm of, "a guide section being receivable in 
the recess in a direction of pivoting of the partition element." Also, neither prior art 
references teach the locking mechanism which is described within the claims and within 
the disclosure. The locking mechanisms of the prior art and the instant application are 
structurally different.
